For the primrose zealot seeds are read- 
ily available for those near and afar off, 
and produce liberal results. The Majestic 
seeds have produced blue-ribbon and tro- 
phy plants at the International Primrose 
Shows, are produced from clean sturdy 
plants of fine form, and from blooms that 
have been strictly hand pollinated. They 
have a reputation for high percentage of 
germination, sturdy plants, and rare 
colors. 


The seed is fully ripened, well cured, 
and kept in the refrigerator, but is not 
treated chemically. Do not experiment 
with choice seed. Use tried and reliable 
methods of growing. A few extra days of 
patience spells greater safety. Watch for 
aphis and damping off.

Standard Colors 


Flame—A bed of these carries the torch 
for Helio sand Aurora—vivid salmon, 
apricot, orange, rosy peach, henna, 
bronze. - 
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Yellow—Deep saffron, golden, lemon, and 
-eream.

White—Snowy, pearly, white blooms, light 
and dark centers. 


Blues—Shading from light to medium, to 
“darkly, deeply, beautifully blue.” Im- 
proved in size, length of stem, color, 
and form. 


Reds—Glowing cardinals, crimson, carna- 
tion, flamingo, maroon, and damask. 


Lavender—Undergoing improvement for 
clarity, fine light Easter orchid, 
blending into carmine. 
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Purple—Royal, blending into plum and 


a violet. 


Pastel-Soft shades of all colors from 
plants especially selected, grouped, 
and crossed, in tones clear, suffused, 
spotted, under-lined including some / 
seeds of a new lavender-pink or wild / 
rose. :
